definite vigil on the Greek northern 
borders when the "United Nations 
Security Council rejected last night 
a Russian proposal which would 
have curbed the powers of a sub- 
sidiary investigating commission and 
ordered It to move from Salonika 
to Athens. 


The Council's action was taken 


after Albania, Yugoslavia and Bul- 
garia had threatened to boycott the 
TJ.N. border group by refusing to co- 
operate with its members or permit 
them to cross their frontiers. 


Most delegates believed that the 


Slav countries would now cooperate 
with the subcommission which was 
established last month by the Coun- 
cil to carry on the border watch 
while the Balkan Investigating Com- 
mission drafted a report of an in- 
quiry into frontier incidents. 


The commission is at present in 


Geneva preparing a report of its 
findings. The report is expected to 
be submitted to the Security council 
by June 9. 


By overriding, the Soviet proposal, 


the Council upheld a previous deci- 
sion to permit the subsidiary group 
to remain on the Balkan borders 
until action is taken on the com- 
mission's report.

For Last Of Month 


With, the arrival of balmy weather, 


most house plants will benefit if 
placed outdoors. Sink the pots up 
to the rim in a shady corner of the 
garden and water them regularly. 


Late June usually is the ideal time 


to harvest spring-floweriing bulbs. 
Store them in a cool, dry place. 


Aphids are likely to be found at- 


tacking tender plant growth, even in 
the best-cared-for gardens at this 
season. Spray or dust frequently 
with nicotiine, pyrethrum or rote- 
none. 


Newly set out plants and seedlings 


should' be shaded for severe! days 
if the weather is hot untiil they 
haVe become established.

;abbage, cauliflower and broccoli, 
wites J. W. Johnston, horticulture 
ditor, in the New York Herald 
ribune. The number of days neces- 
ary to mature these 
vegetables 


•nakes it possible to sow seed of the 
atter three now and to set out 
ilants of celery within the next ten 
days. 


Celery is a long-season crop and 


an exacting one. In fact, most va- 
ieties take 130 days or more from 
owing of seed to maturity. In the 
eed stage, celery is slow to germi- 
nate and slow to grow into sizable 
ilants, taking twice as long as'the 
ther vegetables above mentioned. 
Celery prefers a very fertile soil to 


which has been added a generous 
quantity'of well rotted manure and 
ilant food. It 
also requires an 


.bundance of moisture, particularly 
n the early stages, and should not 
e allowed to dry out. Many garden- 
ers place the plants in a six-inch 
rench, gradually filling in the soil 
as the plants attain height. Dur- 
ng this period two or three more 
ight applications of some good com- 
mercial plant food may be made, 
and if there is any scarcity of nor- 
mal rain at such times these addi- 
ional applications should be well 
watered in. 


Green Preferred by Some 


The variety of celery to be chosen 


depends entirely on your personal 
preference. You may start to har- 
•est it from the time it is half- 
grown; in fact, green celery is pre- 
erred by some gardeners to that 
which has been blanched. 
The 


lanching may be accomplished by 
wrapping the individual stalks with 
leavy paper or card-board or by 
placing boards twelve inches wide on 
each side of the row and drawing 
dirt gainst them. The idea behind 
any blanching operation is_to ex- 
:lude the light from two-thirds of 
he plant. 


Cabbage, cauliflower" and broc- 


coli may all be handled in much the 
same fashion, all being related. Seed 
should be sown now in an out-of- 
the-way corner of the garden that is 
:xposed to full sun. Sow the seed 
thinly about one-quarter inch deep 
and press the soil firmly on top of 
;hat. They-all germinate very rap- 
dly, and it should be easy to grow 
plants large enough to set out in 
he vegetable garden within four 
weeks. Plants, incidentally, are easi- 
er to transplant when they are two 
mches high than when left to over- 
sow and to reach perhaps six to 
seven inches. They should be trans- 
planted at least two feet apart in 
;he rows, with the rows three feet 
between-, to allow room for ample 
cultivation and feeding.

HOW FUNGOUS 
DISEASES 


SPREAD 


When one observes mildew on a 


lilac or a rosebush, blight on po- 
tatoes or tomatoes, brown rot on 
peaches and plums, black-rot of 
grapes, pod-spot on beans, and lit- 
erally scores of similar diseases of 
ornamentals, vegetables, fruits and 
grain crops, there are no visible in- 
dications of the true nature of the 
trouble. Here is a task for the micro- 
scope. And ultimate control or pre- 
vention of such diseases depends on 
knowing how the trouble spreads. 


Let us consider brown rot of 


peaches for an easy example. From 
the over-wintering rotted or "mum- 
mied" pea.ch covered by leaves and 
other dead vegetation beneath or 
near the peach tree, innumerable 
tiny spores are shot into the air 
about the time growth starts or

whereas cabbage can be made into 
sauerkraut, stored in a cold cellar 
or buried in a kiln in the garden. 
In storing cabbage, it is best to pull 
the entire plants, roots and 
all, 


wrapping the loose ends around the 
head tightly to protect it. When 
making a^kiln in the garden, select 
the highest point with good drain- 
age, lay the heads parallel in rows, 
four to six wide and as long as de- 
sired. Dig a ditch around the entire 
cluster, 
throwing 
the 
first 
soil 


against the edges of the outer rows; 
gradually widen this trench until all 
the heads are completely covered 
and only the tips of the roots pro- 
jecting from the hill of soil. 


Following this procedure, one may 


remove heads at leisure all winter, 
even after freezing, and when used 
immediately they will arrive on the 
table in perfect condition. 


stage. These spores may infect the 
blossoms and render them sterile or 
a later generation of spores enter 
directly into the young peaches to 
set up the characteristic rot. 


A fungous spore is actually a 


small plant. But it is not like an 
ordinary plant. True, it sends out 
imitation roots and produces what 
may be accepted as "seeds." But it 
does not manufacture its own food 
like a growing plant does. It is a 
parasite. That means it steals its 
food from another plant. That is 
what the brown rot spore is doing 
on a peach. It is feeding on the nour- 
ishment the peach tree produces. 


If the entire "fruiting" process of 


the rot fungus on an old mummied 
peach could be seen clearly, millions 
of the tiny spores would be observed 
shooting out into the air from the 
spore cups on the old peach. To 
comprehend how many of these 
spores one decayed peach may pro- 
duce, we may consider the old puff- 
balls children often play with in the 
fall. If a "ripe" puffball, such as are 
found on the ground in cornfields, 
is squeezed suddenly, it sends out a 
dark cloud of dust. This dust is 
composed of puffball spores. One 
investigator claims that a ripe puff- 
ball, one puffball, could _ produce 
enough spores to produce a new 
fungus on each square foot of land 
in the state of Indiana. Just recently 
it was estimated before a state group 
of fruit growers in Pennsylvania 
that three spore cups on a mummied 
peach could produce enough spores 
to allow 50 to every square inch in 
an acre of orchard. 


After the spore enters into a fruit 


or stem or leaf, depending on its 
type, it cannot be destroyed. It must 
be prevented from 
reaching the 


plant or destroyed before it has time 
to gain entrance. For once inside the 
plant or fruit tissues it branches and 
multiplies so rapidly that the in- 
fected portion is soon starved to a 
state of exhaustion or death. 


One of the best ways to reduce 


fungous diseases is to keep suscept- 
ible plants coa.ted with a fungicide.

as a home for his family. But if it 
is Mr. Wren who selects the home, it 
is Jenny Wren that has the last 
word in furnishing it. 


For the chickadee or nuthatch the 


house must be deep, eight to ten 
inches, with the floor size no larger 
than the wren's, and the opening 
slightly larger, one and a quarter 
inches. But, however friendly the 
chickadee and nuthatch seem in the 
winter, in nesting time they like 
solitude. So nesting boxes for them 
have to be placed in retired spots. 


A Lot of Individualists 


Other birds have different ideas. 


The phoebe will build his nest in 


corner of your front porch, or 


bove your living room window, and 
onduct his domestic affairs in plain 
iew of interested humans. 
The 


obin, too, has little reticence in 
uch matters, while the wrens are 
xjsitive extroverts. 


Though measurements of the nest- 


ng box may be most exact, thejre, 


other housing requirements to 


e met. The house must be quiet in 
olor. Only the martins take to the 
ay bungalow or the white-steepled 
hurch perched on a pole for their 
enefit. Other birds are shy of 
rightly painted houses that would 
ttract too much attention to the 


nest or its occupants. 


The birds are shy, too, of a house 


placed among the limbs of a tree. 
It is too accessible to bird enemies. 
They go more rea.dily to the house 
fastened rather low on the trunk; 
or suspended from a lower limb. Five 
to twelve feet is advised as the pro- 
per distance from the ground. 


A projecting roof protects 
the 


entrance from rain, and a twig for, 
a front porch is a convenient land- 
ing place for parents bringing food. 


One bluebird does not make a 
pring—in fact, you are most likely 
x> take your spring without a 
bluebird, p o e t s and prevailing 
opinion to the contrary. For the 
:entle bluebird, of blue back; and 
;innamon-colored front, generally 
accepted as a symbol of spring, is 
arely seen nowadays, according to 
jorine Letcher Butler, in the New 
York Herald Tribune. 


Once considered 
common, the 


bluebird's disappearance is some- 
tunes attributed * to the increasing 
numbers of sterlings and English 
iparrows, 
those 
newcomers 
to 


America. The bluebird is often dis- 
jossessed of its nesting site by those 
aggressive 
immigrants. 
Another 


reason for the bluebird's scarcity 
dates to the winter of 1895, when 
;he intense cold nearly wiped out 
;he bluebird in the Eastern states. ' 


If you happen to live in a favored 


ocality where the bluebird exists, 
then it would be well to establish 
suitable nesting boxes to encourage 
ts presence in your garden. The 
louse must be fitted to his size—a 
louse five inches square at the base 
and eight inches deep, with a one- 
and-one-half-inch opening, will be 
just right for, the bluebird and will 
exclude the bumptious starling. 


It is only the hole-nesting birds 


;hat will occupy man-made houses, 
and the bird house varies according 
to the size of the prospective tenant. 
The tiny house wren of about five 
inches, that looks even smaller be-

BOOKS AND MEN 


I love books and am never happy 


without them all about me. And 
I like to have contact with men—• 
the simpler the better. I find the 
talk of simple men the most inspir- 
ing. But by simple I do not mean 
unlearned or unintelligent, but sin- 
cere and genuine. I like country 
folk, fisherfolk and those schooled 
far from city streets.

NEW CUTBACKS 
BY REPUBLICANS 
BEING PLANNED 


Washington, May 23 W—Senator 


Bridges (B-NH) said today Repub- 
licans intend tho cancel $1,000,000,- 
000 in appropriations voted by the 
last, Democratic-controlled Congress 
in the GOP drive to cut 1948 federal 
spending at least $4,500,000,000 be- 
low President Truman's estimate. 


Bridges, chairman of the Senate 


appropriations committee, told a re- 
porter a $641,832,000 fund transfer 
the Republicans got through Con- 
gress yesterday by some fast finan- 
cial footwork "will help out." But he 
added the proposed $1,000,000,000 
cutback in old appropriations will 
be needed to make the savings the 
Senate has pledged. 


Holding: The Line 


"I believe we can show a reduction 


of $4,500,000,000 under the Presi- 
dent's $37,500,000,000 figure if we can 
hold the 
economy line on army, 


navy, agriculture and other appro- 
priations that are coming along" 
the New Hampshire senator said. 


The old appropriations which the 


Republicans hope to cut represent 
money which the last Congress ap- 
proved in advance for actual spend- 
ing in the year beginning July 1. 
The process of reclaiming some of 
this money for the treasury already 
has been going forward with several 
bills carrying "rescissions" of the 
previous appropriations. But Bridges 
did not specify which agencies are 
to feel the blow of the new economy 
axe. 


Approve Deficiency Bill 


The federal budget is based an 


actual payments made out of the 
treasury and thus does not always 
tally with appropriations. This is 
because Congress sometimes spreads 
the payments over more than one 
fiscal year.

Washington, May 23 (A?)—Kenneth 


Romney, former House sergeant-at- 
arms, was sentenced today to serve 
from one to three years in federal 
prison on a charge of concealing a 
$143,863 shortage in his office ac- 
counts.

The Kremlin's problem then has 


been whether Russia should shift to 
a policy which would hamstring one 
of the fondest hopes of the original 
Bolshevist regime — communization 
of the world. Let the reader put 
himself in Stalin's place and seek 
an answer to that one. 


The Soviet union already had de- 


clined to join Britain and America 
in the economic rehabilitation of All types of Roofs Including 
Germany—key to continental pros- 
perity. There has been a somewhat- 
similar situation in Austria, though 
not so vital. However, the picture in 
central Europe differs from, that of 
western Europe. Eastern Germany 
and Austria enter into Moscow's 
project for the establishment of a 
zone of influence for security pur- 
poses. It wouldn't necessarily fol- 
low that Russia intended to apply 
this policy to all Europe. But Mos-

Senate Kills 
Truman Veto 
Of Labor Bill- 
Vote Is 68-25

Washington, B. C-, June 23 (fP) 


—The Senate voted the Taft- 
Hartley labor bUl into law today 
by over-riding President Tru- 
man's veto, 68-25. 


This was more than the two- 


thirds margin required to enact 
the hotly-contested curbs on 
labor unions. 


The action was taken despite 


an llth-hour appeal from Mr. 
Truman to Senate Democrats to 
uphold his June 20th veto and 
kill the measure as "dang-erous 
legislation." 


Washington, June 23 (IP)—As the 


voting hour neared, both Senator 
Taft (R-Ohio) and a high Demo- 
cratic strategist predicted today that 
the Senate will vote to override 
President Truman's veto and make 
the Taft-Hartley labor bill law. 


Their forecasts were strengthened 


by the announcement of - Senatorr^0!?1 y- 
O'Connor (E>-Md), previously classed 
as doubtful, that he will vote to 
override. 


The Democrat, who asked not to 


be named, said a last-minute can- 
vass indicated a vote of 66 to 27 to 
pass the measure over Mr. Truman's 
disapproval. This would be well over 
the required two-thirds of those vot- 
ing. The vote was set for 3 p. m. 
(2 p. m., E.S.T.). 


Taft made his prediction after a 


Republican policy committee meet- 
ing. 


In a final blast at the Republican- 


sponsored measure, Senator O"Ma- 
hone (D-Wyoj charged that the bill 
would "create a labor czar.'

Yellowstone National Park, Wyo., 


June 23 (fi>) — Lights from a tiny 
trailer were "something out of hea- 
ven" to one of 70 summer vacation- 
ists seeking refuge from a howling 
week-end blizzard which trapped 
them on a barren mountain pass, 
killing three persons and injuring 
at least four others. 


And when Bob Helm of Missoula, 


Mont., member of a volunteer patrol 
of ex-army ski troopers, reached the 
drift-covered trailer, owned by a 
Dr. Engelberg of Sacramento, Calif., 
he found 17 persons, nine of them 
children, huddled around its tiny 
stove 
for 
warmth 
"exceedingly 


happy to see us." 


Other persons, dug out of trapped 


cars by the patrol and National Park 
Service cr.ews operating-huge snow- 
plows, were carried to safety on to- 
boggans and then autos after more 
than 24, harrowing hours. 


Search for the stranded tourists 


was ended late last night when 
Park 
Superintendent 
Edmund 


Rogers said all persons Had been 


accounted for and all but four autos 
towed to safety. 


The search began early Saturday 


when word reached park headquar- 
ters that a blizzard, accompanied by 
winds up to 75 miles an hour was 
piling up 15-foot drifts on two-mile 
high Beartooth Pass between the 
northeast corner of Yellowstone 
Park and Red Lodge, Mont. 


Rescuers stumbled on the bodies 


of the three dead when they fell 
through a drift onto the top of a 
buried truck in which three park 
service road;, employes had travelled 
In a futile attempt to obtain aid. 


Park officials Identified the dead, 


apparently asphyxiated, as Veron 
Kaiser, about 55, Idaho Falls, Idaho; 
Richard Huckels, Akron, Ohio, and 
John P. Baker, 40, Grayling, Mont. 


Five Oil City, Pa., youths on a

At least two, and probably 1-1, men 
were dead today following a $10,- 
000,000 ship-explosion fire — Los 
Angeles harbor's costliest calamity, 
which only fate and foresight ap- 
parently kept from becoming another 
"Texas City." 


The 
11,083-ton tanker Markay 


blew up with 2,940,000 gallons of fuel 
in a triple explosion that razed sev- 
eral docks and—harbor authorities 
said—missed igniting huge petroleum 
storage tanks only because of favor- 
able winds. 


Two bodies were recovered from 


the harbor shortly after the blast 
yesterday and searchers planned to 
board the shell of the tanker today 
to remove others which were spotted 
by coast guard observers last night 
after the vessel stopped burning. 


The blaze—at its height visible 


some 12 miles at sea—required six 
hours to bring under control. 


The harbor, since the Texas City 


disaster, had been alerted for just 
such a blast. Within moments fire 
equipment rolled, from as far distant 


as downtown Los Angeles, 23 miles 
away, under an emergency disaster 
plan, and fireboats raced out from 
Long Beach. 


As investigators began their probe 


today, 12 men were listed as miss- 
ing, with some 30 injured, 12 suffi- 
ciently to be hospitalized. 


Cause of the explosion was unde- 


termined, but crew members charged 
the operating company, Keystone 
Shipping Co., of Philadelphia, with 
negligence. A company agent, how- 
ever, declared that "all ordinary pre- 
cautions and many more" were ob- 
served. 


William Anderson, division super- 


intendent for Keystone, said in- 
vestigation would be made at once 
but declined comment until "we ac- 
count for everybody." 


At least 15 crew members were 


believed aboard the Markay, which 
had been loading high-octane gaso- 
line, when the first blast split the 
520-foot vessel at 2:05 a. m. (P.S.T.) 
yesterday. Flames leaping 200 feet 
or more, engulfed the ship, and 
leaped across oil flows to the Amer- 
ican President Lines flocks,

Cambridge, Neb., June 23
